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In response to applicant's amendment dated July 10, 2003. the following action is taken: 
The claims are rejected for the same reasons set forth in the previous office action 
mailed April 1 1 , 2003. 

Applicant's arguments filed July 10, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's arguments are centered around the newly added limitations 
in claim 2. however applicant's amendment broadened the claimed invention by adding 
alternative limitation "or" in the claim. The step (a) is merely a host 14, step (b) read on 
analyzing the data (which read on any element from the horst 14, interfacing the data 13 
and encoding the data 9), step (c) read on the memory 10 and step (d) read on 
recording the data based on the encoded data since the limitation "or not reproduced" is 
an alternative limitation that limited the claimed invention. The limitation "after a data 
unit recorded previously is reproduced and stored in the buffer or not reproduced" is an 
alternative limitation that added no patentable'weight to the claimed invention. 

Claims 3-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1 and 6-10 are allowed. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
